The White House correspondent of the New 
York Herald Tribune presents an informative, 
absorbing inside story of Eisenhower and his 
administration. Beginning with the preinau- 
gural luncheon and ending with the Presi- 
dent’s decision to run for a second term the 
impartial account tells not only of Eisenhow- 
er’s policies but also of the hows and whys 
behind his decisions. Letters, reports on cab- 
inet meetings, and informal conversations all 
serve to give the reader a new and compre- 
hensive grasp of the man and his times. More 
intensive than Pusey’s Eisenhower, the Presi- 
dent, also listed in this issue. Partially serial- 
ized in the New York Herald Tribune and the 
Chicago Daily News. 


Gilbreth, Frank Bunker. Of whales and 
women, Crowell, $3.50. September 4. 

Once again the author of Innside Nantucket 
(Booxuist 50:442, Jl 15 54) fishes the prolific 
waters of Nantucket history for a series of 
seriocomic anecdotes more or less concerned 
with women and whales. The male of the 
human species is also very much present, none 
so much as the irrepressible Frank Gilbreth, 
Sr., hero or buffoon of his son’s best tales. Not 
as amusing as some of the author’s earlier 
family stories, but good fun nevertheless. 


Harriman, Margaret (Case). Blessed are 
the debonair. Rinehart, $3.50. July 30. 


As in her earlier book about the Algonquin 
Hotel, The vicious circle (Booxutst 47:229, 
Mr 1 51), the author reminisces about the 
celebrities who frequented the New York hos- 
telry but devotes more space to her father, its 
debonair owner, and to her own growing up 
as a hotel child. Always entertaining, the ran- 
dom anecdotes reveal also the happy under- 
standing between father and daughter.

Opening their mansion to the public two days 
a week at a half-crown admission helps the 
Hornbeams keep a roof on the crumbling old 
pile. The history of the house and of the 
Hornbeams and the problems of the survivors 
are unfolded as the events of the last day of 
the open-house season of 1954 are related. The 
narration is agreeably leisurely and entertain- 
ing, with a foreseeable disaster to the house 
as solution to some of the family’s problems. 


Davis, Julia. Eagle on the sun. Rinehart, 
$3.75. July 9. 

Continues the chronicle of Angus and Lucy 
MacLeod, last met in Bridle the wind (Boox- 
List 50:67, O 15 53). Here attention is divided 
between life at the family’s Virginia planta- 
tion and scenes of the Mexican War in which 
Angus and his eldest son Junius take part. 
Lucy, in charge of the plantation, continues in 
her convictions against slavery. A romance at 
home and one in New Mexico are expected 
developments. Again the characterization is 
believable and the narration workmanlike.

This 
month the films have been reviewed by Mary 
SHortt, Brooklyn (New York) Public Li- 
brary, and Norman B. Moore, Rochester (New 
York) Public Library. All films are 16mm 
sound and are black and white unless otiher- 
wise indicated. 


Ballet girl. Danish Government Film Com- 
mittee. Distributor: Brandon. 1955. 23- 
min. $125. 

A child’s first glimpse of the exciting world of 
ballet and her own entrance into it via the 
Royal Danish Ballet School are imaginatively 
re-created here. Through the eyes of a grace- 
ful young girl who is lucky enough to have 
been chosen as a student we see the busy life 
of this school: the constant practice, the class- 
room studies that must not be neglected, try- 
outs, rehearsals, and finally a real performance 
in which all the students take part. Stars of 
the Reyal Danish Ballet appear in sequences 
that give the film special distinction, while the 
little girl’s unskilled attempts to imitate them 
reveal the long and difficult road she must 
travel to attain such expertness. The narra- 
tion is read with sympathetic perception by 
Claire Bloom of the Old Vic. A good choice 
for dance film programs or for audiences of 
the more responsive children. 


Exploring the night sky. Encyclopaedia 
Britannica Films. 1956. 10min. $50. 
Stars, meteors, and planets are defined and 
many of the stars and constellations are iden- 
tified. With narration of bits of the stories of 
their naming the constellations are outlined by 
animation presenting the details imagined by 
the early Greek astronomers and observers 
of the sky. Includes such constellations as the 
Big Dog; Little Dog; Lepus, the Rabbit; 
Taurus, the Bull; and Orion. An elementary 
presentation for all who are interested in 
astronomy. 


Fossils are interesting. Film Associates of 
California. 1956. 10min. color, $100. 


Various types of fossils are illustrated, includ- 
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ing bones of animals, imprints of plants and 
fish, shells, and petrified wood. The origins of 
the fossils and the reasons for their occurrence 
are explained very simply, together with de- 
scriptions of the kind of rock in which they 
are found, thus identifying the proper geologic 
era. Suggestions given for suitable equipment 
for collecting fossils. This subject will serve 
to stimulate children’s interest in that phase of 
the earth’s history explained through the ex- 
istence of fossils.

The great adventure. Arne Sucksdorff.

Widely acclaimed by critics during its theat- 
rical run, this sensitive and honest picture of 
wildlife around a Swedish farm will be a 
prize for public library collections. Visually, 
the film is a succession of memorable scenes: 
bright-eyed fox cubs fighting over their din- 
ner, a lynx waiting ominously in the shadows, 
and a fun-loving otter romping in the snow. 
Linking the pictures is a quiet and charming 
commentary in the form of a young boy’s 
recollections of a time when every day spent 
close to nature seemed a great adventure. A 
brief story imbedded in the film concerns the 
finding of an otter by two boys who keep him 
as a pet throughout the winter, only to have 
him go off with his own kind at the call of 
spring. There are too many sequences which 
are either static or irrelevant to the main 
story to hold the interest of the average child, 
but the film will make a strong appeal to any 
adolescent or adult with a receptive eye for 
the beauties of nature as caught by a master 
photographer.

Perhaps once a year a children’s film appears 
which is marked by genuine inspiration, and 
can take its place immediately in the still- 
meager ranks of juvenile classics. Such a film 
is White mane, which fuses vigorous action 
with deep feeling in its story of a boy’s devo- 
tion to a wild white horse. The attempts to 
capture the horse, its fight with a rival leader 
of the herd, and the wild chases through the 
marsh are exhilarating, while the scenes of 
the boy with his horse are touching without 
being sentimental. The setting in the south of 
France has been beautifully photographed, 
and its atmosphere is enhanced by an excel- 
lent musical score based on themes from that 
region. An excellent and simple commentary 
in English does not detract from the poetic and 
dream-like quality of the images and music.
